London, Aug. 6.—It is rumored that 
two Russian cruisers have Just left the 
Baltic sea and are chasing a steam ­ 
er which left England July 30 for Can­ 
ada, carrying ammunition destined for 
Yokohama by way of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific railway. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 6.—It is an­ 
nounced that there will be no repeti­ 
tion of the Knight Commander and 
Thea incidents. 
Russia has issued 
instructions to naval commanders not 
to sink neutral m erchantm en with con­ 
traband on board in the future, except 
in cases of direct necessity, but in 
cases of em ergency to send prizes into 
neutral ports. "D irect necessity” may 
be regarded as a reservation of a right 
which Russia does not formally re­ 
linquish, but which, it is safe to say, 
will not again be exercised during the 
present war.
